VALEDICTORY    ADDRESS. 


To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  City  Coujicil: 

Gentlemen  :  During  the  five  years  in  which  I  have 
been  honored  as  your  chief  executive  I  have  labored  hard  to 
bring;  about  favorable  results.  Yet,  while  I  have  failed  to 
accomplish  some  certain  reforms  which  I  strenuously  advo- 
cated at  the  beginning  by  reductions  in  certain  official  ex- 
penditures, I  have  been  forced  to  aba.ndon  them  entirely  on 
account  of  the  clamor  for  office  and  their  fulfillments,  thus 
we  have  been  forced  to  do  the  best  we  were  able  under  the 
circumstances  by  practicing  economy  in  all  the  depart- 
ments. 

These  objects  have  been  strictly  adhered  to,  and  while 
we  have  failed  to  make  any  great  and  stirring  reforms,  yet 
with  consistency  we  are  confident  that  the  affairs  of  the  city 
have  been  justly  and  well  managed,  our  interest  and  bonds 
were  promptly  paid,  our  indebtedness  constantly  reduced 
far  below  our  borrowing  capacity,  which  ought  to  enable  us 
before  many  years  to  establish  our  municipal  lighting  plant, 
with  an  all-night  lighting  system,  and  many  other  needed 
improvements  if  we  expect  to  keep  pace  with  our  sister 
cities  and  retain  our  place  in  rank  of  being  one  of  the 
busiest  of  New  England,  and  holding  out  pleasure,  comfort 
and  beauties  for  those  whom  we  may  be  enabled  to  induce 
to  come  to  our  midst. 

To  the  citizens  in  general  I  wish  to  express  my  grat- 
itude for  the  courtesies  and  helpfulness  in  harmoniously 
supporting  the  past  administration,  thus  making  it  possible 
to  achieve  practical  results,  which  could  never  have  been 
obtained  by  a  division  of  mind  and  purpose  between  the 
citizens  and  officials. 

To  the  members  of  the  city  council,  both  present  and 
past :     You  have  rendered  to  me  every  kind  and  courteous 


treatment  from  the  first  to  the  very  last,  harmony  has  been 
our  watchword,  and  to  our  city  you  have  been  faithful  to  the 
charges  and  duties  intrusted  to  you  in  the  performance  of 
your  official  duties. 

In  conclusion,  to  you,  remaining  members  of  the  coun- 
cil and  the  newly  members  elect,  deal  justly  and  fairly  with 
the  problems  that  confront  you,  practice  economy,  yet  have 
that  broad  and  comprehensive  view  of  how  you  can  best 
preserve  and  promote  the  interests  of  our  beloved  and  beau- 
tiful city. 

To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  :  May  you  ever  receive  that 
kind  and  courteous  treatment  which  ever  should  be  asso- 
ciated with  the  office  of  the  chief  executive  of  our  city, 
may  your  labors  be  pleasant,  and  may  you  so  dignify  your 
position  as  to  endear  you  to  the  hearts  of  every  American 
citizen. 

It  will  be  a  decided  pleasure  for  me  at  any  time  to  ren- 
der to  you  or  to  your  associates  any  needed  assistance,  and 
I  feel  frank  to  say  that  our  citizens,  one  and  all,  accord  to 
you  a  happy  and  prosperous  administration.

INAUGURAL    ADDRESS. 


To  tJic  Members  of  the  City  Council : 

In  obedience  to  the  expressed  wish  of  our  people,  and 
for  the  seventeenth  time  in  the  history  of  our  city,  the  leg- 
islative and  executive  branches  of  the  city  government  are 
here  assembled  to  inaugurate  a  new  administration.  Deeply 
moved  by  the  expression  of  confidence  which  has  made 
possible  our  meetmg  today,  I  am  sure  my  gratitude  can  be 
shown  in  no  better  way  than  by  the  expression  of  the  firm 
resolve  that  in  all  things  I  will  keep  and  observe  the  oath  I 
have  taken.  Here,  at  this  time,  in  the  presence  of  my  fel- 
low citizens,  I  pledge  my  efforts  in  the  support  of  those 
measures  which  will  aid  in  the  material  welfare,  prosperity 
and  happiness  of  all  our  people. 

The  government  which  we  this  clay  inaugurate,  and  the 
exercises  thereon  attendant,  are  of  more  than  passing  inter- 
est to  our  people,  for  in  our  hands  they  have  committed 
our  municipal  destiny  for  another  year.  In  our  hands,  as 
much  in  yours  as  mine,  rests  the  welfare  and  responsibility 
of  good  government,  to  be  administered  fairly  and  honestly, 
as  much  in  the  interest  of  one,  as  well  as  another. 

I  believe  that  the  government  of  a  city  is  mainly  a  busi- 
ness enterprise.  Its  function  is  to  collect  as  little  as  possi- 
ble of  the  people's  money,  and  to  spend  it  as  economically 
as  possible,  consistent  with  administering  efficiently  the 
necessary  function  of  city  government.  Therefore,  the  tax 
rate  should  be  kept  at  such  a  figure  as  to  encourage  busi- 
ness enterprises  and  the  inflow  of  new  inhabitants.  I  be- 
lieve that  all  competent  officials  should  be  retained  in  the 
public  employ,  so  long  as  their  efficiency  is  maintained,  and 
the  incompetent  should  be  promptly  removed,  without  fear 
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or  favor.     Election  to  city  office   should  be  for  merit  only.

STATE    TAX. 

In  view  of  the  fact  whereby  the  State  Legislature  at 
Concord  has  asked  for  an  appropriation  of  $300,000  in  ex- 
cess of  two  years  ago,  our  city  will  have  to  bear  her  share 
of  the  burden.  Just  what  the  amount  will  be  I  am  unable 
to  state  at  this  time,  but  it  will  necessitate  a  considerable 
increase  in  our  tax  rate.  There  is  also  a  bill  pending  before 
the  Legislature  at  the  present  time  whereby  a  portion  of 
our  railroad  tax  is  given  to  the  state.  If  this  measure  be- 
comes a  law  it  will  result  m  a  further  increase  in  the  tax 
rate. 

SCHOOLS. 

Our  schools,  the  stepping  stones  to  success,  are  of  the 
greatest  importance.  In  them  are  disciplined  the  future 
citizens  of  our  community.  Somersworth  is  fortunate  in 
having  a  corps  of  experienced  teachers,  unsurpassed  by  any 
city  in  the  state.  We  have  secured  a  superintendent,  a  man 
who  has  had  much  experience  along  educational  lines.  His 
far-sightedness  and  sound  judgment  have  already  shown 
this.  The  standard  of  the  grades  is  being  raised,  the  grade 
work  more  definitely  planned,  and  the  percentage  of  attend- 
ance higher.  I  am  more  familiar  with  the  needs  of  this  de- 
partment than  any  other,  as  I  have  been  a  member  of  the 
board  for  several  years.  We  point  with  pardonable  pride  to 
our  schools,  as  the  standard  is  as  high  as  any  in  the  state. 
The  expense  of  maintaining  these  schools  is  increasing  each 
year.  The  salaries  of  the  teachers  have  been  increased,  a 
superintendent  has  been  employed  to  devote  his  whole  time, 
hence  the  $20,000  appropriation  is  barely  sufficient  to  meet 
the  running  expenses.  The  Orange  Street  building  is  badly 
in  need  of  repair,  and  I  would  recommend  that  a  special 
appropriation  be  made  to  make  it  comfortable  and  safe.

WATER    WORKS. 

The  water  works  system  is  under  the  management  of 
an  efficient  board  of  commissioners  and  a  superintendent. 
They  have  in  the  past  year  added  sand  washers,  and  by 
their  use  will  be  able  to  keep  the  condition  of  the  filter 
bed  up  to  the  standard.  The  entire  plant,  pumping  station, 
filtering  bed  and  stand-pipe  is  a  model  construction  and  a 
credit  to  the  city. 

Considerable  embarrassment  is  being  experienced  of 
late  by  the  water  management,  owing  to  the  large  amount 
of  manufacturing  waste  discharged  into  the  river  at  points 
above.  Much  of  this  is  in  connection  with  the  manufacture 
of  leatherboard,  and  the  colloid  iron,  constituting  a  part  of 
such  waste,  is  said  to  be  causing  no  little  trouble  by  ac- 
cumulating in  the  filter  and  seriously  interfering  with  its  op- 
eration. The  river  also  receives  the  sewage  of  North  and 
East  Rochester.  Measures  for  relief  from  these  conditions 
are  now  under  consideration. 

HIGHWAYS. 

I  believe  this  department  is  subject  to  more  criticism 
than  any  other.  A  great  deal  has  been  accomplished  under 
Mayor  Hanson's  term  of  office.  Our  sidewalks  are  in  bet- 
ter condition  than  they  have  been  for  years.  I  will  not 
make  any  recommendations  at  this  time  concerning  this  de- 
partment, until  I  have  had  further  time  to  study  its  needs. 
This  will  also  apply  to  the  several  other  departments. 

In  conclusion  I  would  say  that  I  would  be  ungrateful 
to  the  public  if  I  did  not  thank  them,  at  this  time,  for  the 
very  flattering  vote  I  received  at  the  polls.  It  is,  in  my 
opinion,  a  splendid  endorsement  of  Mayor  Hanson's  admin- 
istration, which  has  proven  him  a  wise  executive,  zealously 
guarding  the  public  interest  at  all  times,  and  it  is  to  be  re- 
gretted that  men  of  his  sterling  worth  could  not  be  pre- 
vailed upon  to  continue  in  office  for  a  longer  period  of  time. 
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Fully  realizing  the  many  responsibilities  that  confront  me, 
and  being  mindful  that  alone  I  can  accomplish  but  little  for 
the  public  good,  I  should  hesitate  to  assume  the  duties  that 
lie  before  me,  did  I  not  feel  assured  of  your  counsel  and 
support. 

Our  city,  proud  of  her  past  achievements,  in  that  she 
has  manfully  met  and  discharged  every  duty  cast  upon  her, 
has  nevertheless,  in  common  with  the  whole  country,  suf- 
fered from  the  inevitable  effects  of  a  financial  depression. 
This  is  now  passing,  and  every  hopeful  sign  and  tendency 
of  the  times  point  us  unerringly  to  a  greater  and  larger 
prosperity.  May  He  who  holds  alike  the  destiny  of  man 
and  nation  in  his  keeping,  vouchsafe  for  all  our  people  a 
happy  and  prosperous  year.

REPORT    OF    THE    CITY    SOLICITOR. 


To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  the  Honorable   City  Coujieil 
of  the  City  of  SoinerszvortJi : 

Herewith  is  submitted  the  report  of  the  office  of  city 
solicitor  of  Soniersworth  for  the  municipal  year  ending 
March  31st,  1909. 

Generally  speaking,  the  past  year  has  been  a  quiet  one 
in  this  department.  At  present  there  is  but  one  suit  in 
which  the  city  is  concerned,  either  as  plaintiff  or  defendant. 
Said  suit  is  on  the  equity  docket  of  the  Superior  Court  of 
Strafford  county,  entitled,  James  H.  Joyce  v.  The  City  of 
Somersworth  and  Charles  P.  Andrews. 

This  action  was  entered  in  the  fall  of  1907  and  has 
been  continued  at  each  term  of  court  up  to  the  present 
time. 

The  number  of  cases  of  drunkenness,  by  force  of  cir- 
cumstances, is  augmented  from  year  to  year.  The  reason 
of  such  increase  is  perhaps  not  easily  definable,  but  no 
doubt  the  exceedingly  hard  times  which  we  have  experi- 
enced for  the  last  year  or  two,  together  with  the  fact  that 
there  is  a  dearth  of  license  towns  north  of  us,  in  a  great  de- 
gree account  for  the  conditions  which  now  exist. 

The  dry-list  is  much  larger  than  it  has  been  in  former 
years.  There  is  considerable  question  as  to  how  much  real 
good  is  accomplished  by  the  placing  a  man  on  the  dry-list, 
since  it  must  be  conceded  that  it  is  usually  an  easy  matter 
for  a  dry-lister  to  obtain  liquor  regardless  of  the  law.  Prac- 
tically it  seems  as  though  the  only  one  aided  to  any  extent 
is  the  liquor  seller,  for  as  a  result  of  the  dry-list  the  saloons 
are  kept  free  of  many  undesirable  hangers-on,  who  other- 
wise would  frequent  such  places. 

Formerly  much  complaint  has  been  made  of  the  sale  of 
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tobacco  to  minors.  There  has  been  no  complaint  whatever 
during  the  last  year,  but  I  am  satisfied  that  the  pernicious 
evil  still  exists,  though  the  extent  of  such  illegal  traffic  is 
not  easily  ascertainable. 

During  the  first  part  of  the  last  municipal  year,  our 
community  was  caused  much  trouble  and  this  office  was 
flooded  with  complaints,  by  reason  of  the  actions  of  a  class 
of  people  which  we  have  in  our  midst,  commonly  known  as 
"the  Greeks".  A  year  ago  most  of  the  above-named  class 
seemed  to  have  no  respect  for  the  law  and  practically  no 
idea  as  to  how  a  man  should  carry  himself  in  a  civilized 
country.  For  the  past  four  or  five  months  there  has  been 
a  very  noticeable  improvement  on  the  part  of  these  people, 
but  it  must  be  admitted  that  there  is  still  much  chance  left 
to  them  for  advancement. 

The  juvenile  branch  of  the  police  court  had  very  few 
matters  coming  under  its  jurisdiction  during  the  last  twelve 
months,  but  it  may  be  said  that  in  the  cases  handled  by 
that  department,  the  results  generally  were  beneficial  to  all 
parties  interested. 

At  this  time  I  wish  to  express  my  gratitude  for  the  as- 
sistance which  I  received  from  the  citizens  and  officials  of 
this  city  with  whom  my  duties  brought  me  in  touch,  during 
the  last  year.

A  comparison  with  the  report  for  the  previous  year 
will  show  that  by  means  of  the  larger  appropriation  made 
for  the  past  year  a  much  larger  amount  was  expended  for 
new  books,  and  the  report  of  the  librarian  shows  the  num- 
ber of  new  books  purchased  and  the  distribution  of  the 
same. 

Your  trustees  urgently  request  that  for  the  new  year  a 
larger  appropriation,  at  least  $1,000,  extra  appropriation 
for  1909  be  made,  in  order  that  the  library  may  be  kept  up 
to  a  higher  degree  of  usefulness. 

There  is  much  need  of  toilet  arrangements  in  the  li- 
brary, and  your  trustees  request  you  to  look  into  this 
matter. 

The  use  of  stoves  in  the  library  is  objectionable  in 
many  ways.  Their  use  is  a  constant  menace  to  the  safety 
of  the  library,  and  they  cause  much  dust  and  discomfort  in 
the  library  room. 

It  would  seem  that  a  steam-heating  plant  could  be  in- 
stalled in  the  basement  of  the  Chandler  building,  at  a  com- 
paratively small  expense,  which  would  adequately  heat  the 
city  government  rooms  and  the  library  rooms,  at  a  compar- 
atively small  expense  for  fuel  and  at  a  small  increase  for 
janitor  service,  by  means  of  which  all  danger  from  fire,  to 
which  the  whole  building  is  now  exposed  by  the  use  of 
wood  stoves,  would  be  avoided.  Your  trustees  urgently  re- 
quest you  to  take  this  matter  into  consideration.

That  the  year  1908-09  has  been  a  successful  year  for 
the  library,  the  following  report  will  show.  By  means  of  a 
larger  appropriation  we  have  been   able  to  expand  a  little, 
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although  every  move  has  been  made  only  after  carefully 
considering  the  needs  of  the  library  from  all  sides.  About 
two  hundred  more  books  have  been  purchased  this  year 
than  last.  New  books  are  the  life  of  a  library.  When 
these  cease  the  interest  drops  in  proportion. 

The  accommodations  for  properly  shelving  the  books 
were  entirely  outgrown  at  the  beginning  of  1908.  As  every 
available  space  had  already  been  used  to  the  very  best  ad- 
vantage, It  was  found  that  we  would  have  to  move  some  of 
the  old  government  publications,  for  which  there  is  little 
call,  to  a  room  outside  the  library.  Through  the  courtesy 
of  the  city  government  the  use  of  the  room,  known  as  the 
mayor's  room,  on  the  third  floor  of  the  building,  was  granted 
us.  This  has  been  fitted  with  shelves  and  771  volumes 
have  been  moved  there.  These  are  easy  of  access  when 
needed.  In  this  way  much  valuable  room  has  been  gained 
for  our  magazines.  We  have  841  volumes  now  shelved  for 
reference ;  these,  in  connection  with  the  magazine  indexes, 
are  very  valuable  and  are  in  constant  use.  An  addition  of 
one  shelf  has  been  made  to  each  stack,  thus  gaining  184 
feet  in  shelf  room.  Much  work  was  involved  in  these 
alterations,  as  all  the  books  had  to  be  taken  from  the 
shelves.  At  this  time  they  were  thoroughly  cleaned  and 
put  in  order. 

Miss  Marion  Jones,  a  graduate  of  Simmons  college, 
gave  the  library  ninety-six  hours  of  her  services  in  catalog- 
ing and  arranging  government  publications  ;  488  were  cata- 
loged and  shelved  at  this  time  and  about  900  more  were  put 
in  order.  These  had  been  accumulating  and  not  properly 
cared  for,  owing  to  lack  of  time. 

In  April,  $35.62  of  the  fine  money  was  expended  for 
supplementary  books  for  the  use  of  teachers  and  scholars. 
Ninety-one  books  were  obtained  for  this  sum.  Many  of 
these  are  well-told  stories  of  history,  easy  enough  to  be  in- 
teresting to  the  very  small  reader.  During  the  summer 
months  many  children  who  were  to  enter  the  grammar  school 
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in  September  read  books  of  history  in  preference  to  fiction. 
Having  a  large  collection  to  choose  from,  and  reading  the 
same  things  told  by  different  authors,  over  and  over,  the 
facts  of  our  national  life  become  very  familiar  to  them.  The 
teachers  appreciate  this  and  are  always  ready  to  co-operate 
with  the  librarian.  We  aim,  by  personal  attention,  to  have 
the  children  read  the  books  best  suited  to  them,  and  not 
take  them  merely  because  they  enjoy  coming  to  the  library. 

For  several  years,  owing  to  inadequate  appropriations, 
many  lines  of  work  have  been  neglected  so  that  it  will  be 
two  or  three  years  before  the  work  is  brought  up  where  it 
should  be.  Rebinding  of  books  has  been  omitted  so  far  as 
possible  on  this  account. 

We  are  now  buying  books  in  special  library  bindings  ; 
these  cost  more  at  the  time  of  purchase  but  do  not  require 
rebinding,  and  in  a  few  years  the  effects  of  this  policy  will 
be  found  great  economy,  as  the  life  of  books  in  this  binding 
is  doubled.  The  life  of  a  book  in  the  ordinary  publisher's 
binding  is  very  short  and  all  libraries  feel  the  expense  of  re- 
binding as  heavy  and  useless. 

With  proper  funds  the  Somersworth  Public  library  can 
be  made  a  power  for  good  in  the  community  ;  especially  for 
those  boys  and  girls  who  leave  school  early,  it  will  be  a  guide 
and  guard  morally  as  well  as  mentally. 

The  co-operation  and  courtesy  of  the  attendants  have 
contributed  much  to  the  success  of  the  year,  and  the  libra- 
rian desires  also  to  express  her  thanks  to  the  trustees  for 
their  counsel  and  unfailing  kindness  at  all  times.

To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  tJic  City  Council  of  the  City 
of  Soniersivortli  : 

Gentlemen  :  I  herewith  submit  my  report  for  the 
year  1908  as  street  commissioner  of  the  city  of  Somers- 
worth  : 

STREETS. 

I  have  cleaned  up  the  streets  in  the  city,  and  kept  in 
repair  all  the  highways  in  the  outlying  districts,  also  cut  the 
bushes  along  the  sides  of  the  Blackwater  and  Cemetery 
roads,  Dover  road  and  Salmon  Falls  road. 

I  have  graded  the  following  roads  with  the  road  ma- 
chine: Blackwater  from  High  street  to  the  Granite  State 
Park  road  ;  then  the  Back  road,  so-called,  from  the  Dover 
line  to  the  Rochester  line  ;  West  High  street  from  High  to 
Tate's  brook,  and  West  High  street  from  Hanson's  corner 
to  the  Rochester  line ;  the  New  Dam  road  from  Depot 
street  to  the  bridge  ;  First  street,  whole  length  ;  the  Stack- 
pole  road,  so  called,  from  High  street  to  the  Rollinsford 
line. 

Have  paved  the  gutters  of  Winter  street  from  Lincoln 
street  to  the  outlet.  Have  put  in  new  driveways  where 
needed  and  kept  the  culverts  in  good  repair. 

HIGHWAYS. 

During  the  winter  months  the  highways  have  been 
broken  out  as  expeditiously  as  possible. 

Have  built  a  culvert,  and  piece  of  road  extending  from 
the  residence  of  John  Donahue  to  the  Forest  Glade  cem- 
etery. 
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SIDEWALKS. 

During  the  year  the  sidewalks  have  received  my  atten- 
tion, and  I  have  endeavored  to  do  that  work  which  seemed 
to  me  to  be  most  needed,  and  all  parts  of  the  city  have  re- 
ceived some  permanent  improvements  to  the  sidewalks. 

The  following  brick  sidewalks  have  been  relaid,  and 
also  curbing  reset :     Both  sides  of  Washington  street. 

The  following  new  cinder  sidewalks  have  been  laid  : 
From  Locke  avenue  to  Home  street,  and  also  from  Home, 
on  Hanson  street,  to  Pearl  street  ;  also  one  from  Depot 
street  crossing  to  Buffumsville  road. 

CONCRETING. 

Concreting  has  been  done  as  follows :  Pleasant  street, 
246  yards ;  Washington  street,  46  yards  ;  Court  street,  224 
yards;  PJlm  street,  300  yards;  Grove  street,  330  yards; 
Franklin  street,  520  yards  ;  High  street,  656  yards. 

Have  repaired  iron  railing  on  westerly  side  of  Green 
street,  and  railing  on  southerly  side  of  West  High  street. 
Have  also  rebuilt  the  fence  on  Winter  street. 

CROSSINGS. 

The  following  crossings  have  been  concreted  :  High 
school  building,  two  crossings,  80  yards  ;  crossing  on  High 
street,  25  yards. 

During  the  winter  months  the  sidewalks  have  been 
kept  open  as  far  as  possible.  I  have  had  same  properly 
sanded  to  insure  safety  to  those  traveling  on  them. 

SEWERS. 

All  sewers  throughout  the  city  have  received  careful 
attention,  and  have  been  kept  as  clean  as  possible  under 
the  circumstances.     New  receivers  and  catch-basins   have 
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been  put  in  on  Prospect,  Hamilton,  and  also  on  Union 
street,  and  back  of  the  Beland  property  on  Union  street. 

I  would  recommend  that  sidewalk  improvements  be 
continued,  and  that  the  macadam  on  Orange,  High,  Market 
and  Main  streets  be  relaid. 

In  closing,  I  desire  to  thank  His  Honor,  the  Mayor, 
and  the  members  of  the  city  council,  for  their  kindness  and 
courtesy  during  the  past  year.

REPORT   OF    CHAIRMAN   OF  SCHOOL    BOARD. 


SoMERSwoRTH,  N.  H.,  March  i,  1909. 
To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  Members  of  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen  :  I  herewith  submit  my  report  of  the 
Public  Schools  for  the  year  ending  February  25th,  1909. 

The  report  of  the  Superintendent  will  give  in  detail 
the  work  carried  out  during  the  year.  We  managed  to  keep 
within  the  appropriation,  having  a  balance  of  seventy  dol- 
lars.    Very  little  was  expended  for  repairs  during  the  year. 

CHANDLER    SCHOOL. 

A  new  iron  fence  was  laid  on  wall  running  along  Green 
street,  which  was  a  much-needed  improvement,  as  it  was  a 
menace  to  the  safety  of  the  children  playing  in  the  yard. 
The  ceiling  in  the  sixth  grade  was  repaired,  necessitating 
the  painting  of  the  walls  in  that  room  ;  also,  the  woodwork 
m  the  basement  was  painted.  The  cost  of  repairs  to  this 
building,  inside  and  out,  was  about  four  hundred  dollars. 

ORANGE    STREET    SCHOOL. 

Your  attention  was  called,  last  year,  to  the  condition  of 
the  Orange  Street  school.  As  you  are  aware  of  the  fact 
that  we  are  allowed  to  spend  only  five  per  cent,  of  the 
appropriation  for  repairs,  and  as  it  will  cost  at  least  fifteen 
hundred  dollars  to  make  the  building  comfortable  and  safe, 
I  would  ask  that  your  Honorable  Body  appropriate 
at  least  one  thousand  dollars  to  repair  the  building.  Your 
committee  employed  an  expert  to  look  the  building  over 
and  make  an  estimate  as  to  the  cost  of  repairing  the  same, 
and  he  reported  it  would  cost  at  least  thirteen  hundred  dol- 
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lars  to  shingle  the  roof  and  place  new  gutters  thereon.    The 
interior  needs  painting  and  other  repairs  are  needed. 

BLACKWATER    SCHOOL. 

This  building  needs  considerable  repairing,  both  inside 
and  out.  The  interior  needs  painting,  and  the  blackboards 
should  be  repaired.  The  roof  needs  shingling,  and  a  new 
door  should  replace  the  present  one. 

In  conclusion,  I  want  to  thank  the  superuitendent 
and  members  of  the  board  for  the  courtesy  extended  me 
during  the  year. 

The  report  of  the  finance  committee,  showing  disburse- 
ments during  the  year,  will  be  of  mterest.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS. 


To  the  Honorable  School  Coviviittce  of  Soinersworth  : 

Gentlemen  :  I  have  the  honor  of  submitting  my  first 
report  of  the  pubHc  schools  of  the  city  of  Somersvvorth,  cov- 
ering the  fall  and  winter  terms.  In  this  report  will  be 
found  the  statistics  of  school  enrollment  and  attendance, 
and  other  information  concerning  the  condition  of  the 
schools  of  the  city,  for  your  consideration,  and  that  of  all 
citizens  interested  in  the  public  schools.  In  it  will  be  found, 
also,  suggestions  and  recommendations  which,  it  js  be- 
lieved, will  improve  the  schools,  for  all  who  are  connected 
with  them  as  officers  and  teachers  should  labor  earnestly 
with  this  end  in  view.  Success  here  depends  almost 
wholly  upon  the  direction  given  to  the  work,  and  the  consci- 
entious efforts  of  the  teachers  from  day  to  day. 

The  schools  should  be  conducted  so  that  the  pupils 
may  acquire  useful  knowledge  as  rapidly  as  possible,  and  at 
the  same  time  be  trained  to  habits  of  self-control  and  right 
living.  No  duty  resting  upon  the  people  is  of  greater  im- 
portance than  the  careful  training  of  the  children,  that 
they  may  grow  up  honored,  useful,  and  true  men  and  women, 
capable  of  self-government. 

In  taking  up  the  work  here  in  Somersworth  I  have 
tried  constantly  to  keep  in  mind  the  fact  that  the  school 
was  established  for  the  children,  and  that  our  aim  should  be 
their  advancement  along  all  useful  and  honorable  lines. 

ATTENDANCE. 

The  attendance  during  the  two  terms  covered  by  this 
report  has  been  good,  but  in  many  of  the  schools  there  have 
been  too  many  cases  of  tardiness  and  dismissal.  The  teach- 
ers use  every  effort  to  impress  upon  their  pupils  the  neces- 
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sity  of  being  in  school  daily  and  punctually.  It  seems  to 
me  that  parents  should  feel  under  obligation  to  cooperate 
with  teachers  in  this  matter,  and  thus  not  only  will  the  daily 
average  attendance  be  better,  but  the  cases  of  tardiness  and 
dismissal  will  be  reduced  to  a  reasonable  number.

PARENTS  AND  THE  SCHOOLS. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  school  year,  a  cordial  invitation 
to  visit  the  schools  and  inspect  their  work  was  extended, 
through  the  papers,  to  parents,  who  are  always  sure  of  a 
welcome  at  any  of  our  schools  at  any  time,  and  it  does  seem 
very  strange  that  more  of  those  having  children  in  the 
schools  do  not  visit  them.  A  majority  of  those  who  do  oc- 
casionally favor  us  with  their  presence,  go  to  settle  some 
misunderstanding,  or  to  find  some  fault,  rather  than  to  see 
the  work.  It  would  be  much  better  for  them  to  visit  the 
schools  regularly,  talk  over  the  progress  of  the  pupils,  and 
show  their  interest  and  good  will.  The  effect  would  be  ex- 
cellent on  both  teachers  and  pupils,  and  the  value  of  such 
visits  would  be  inestimable. 

A  leading  educator  summarizes  the  duties  of  parents 
as  follows  : 

"  Parents  should  reciprocate  the  attempts  of  the  teacher 
toward  a  mutual  understanding  ;  they  should  listen  candidly

to  the  plans  of  the  teacher,  and  should  do  all  in  their  power 
to  aid  in  their  execution,  unless  they  are  manifestly  wrong  : 
they  should  thankfully  listen  to  the  teacher's  faithful  ac- 
count of  their  children,  even  if  the  account  be  not  a  flatter- 
ing one  ;  they  should  see  that  their  children  are  properly 
clothed  and  cleanly  in  their  persons  ;  the  constant  attend- 
ance of  their  children  should  be  secured ;  teachers  should 
not  be  condemned  for  supposed  faults.  Parents  should 
give  the  teachers  their  sympathy." 

I  would  invite  a  careful  and  thoughtful  study  of  the 
above  duties. 

COURSE    OF    STUDY. 

Teachers'  meetings  have  been  held  frequently  during 
the  year,  to  talk  over  the  work  to  be  done  in  each  grade,  and 
in  that  way  a  thorough  revision  of  the  course  of  study  has 
been  arranged  for  the  work  m  the  elementary  grades,  to 
be  done  in  eight  years,  in  accordance  with  a  vote  of  the 
committee. 

If  the  admission  age  of  six  years  is  strictly  adhered  to, 
I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  pupils  may  be  fitted  for  the 
High  school  in  eight  years,  but  local  conditions  are  such 
that  much  might  be  said  in  favor  of  nine  grades.  We  have 
at  present  an  excellent  class  ready  to  enter  the  High 
school,  but  it  seems  to  me  that  a  change  to  nine  years  of 
preparation  for  the  High  school  is  easily  feasible,  without 
friction,  and  without  any  change  m  the  present  corps  of 
teachers,  school  rooms  or  salaries,  in  the  grade  below  that 
of  the  class  which,  under  the  present  system,  would  receive 
diplomas  from  the  Grammar  school  in  June,  and  that  such 
a  change  is  desirable. 

READING. 

The  new  system  of  teaching  reading,  adopted  last  fall, 
found  all  the  teachers  enthusiastic  supporters,  because  the 
method  takes  advantage  of  many    impulses   that    children 
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have  always  wanted  to  carry  out  when  learning  to  read  ;  it 
calls  for  the  physical,  as  well  as  mental  activity  of  the  child. 
It  combines  the  best  features  of  all  other  systems,  and 
gives  the  pupils  a  large  working  vocabulary  in  a  shorter 
time  than  any  other  series  published,  until  within  a  year. 
At  the  present  time  there  are  several  series  following  along 
the  same  lines  as  the  Aldine,  which  can  be  used  in  connec- 
tion with  it  to  great  advantage.  Many  of  the  older  series 
of  books  can  be  used  in  the  same  way,  with  good  results. 
I  speak  particularly  of  reading,  because,  while  children 
have  established  a  good  foundation  in  reading,  they  are  well 
equipped  for  intelligent  work  in  their  other  studies,  and 
until  they  can  read  well  and  intelligently,  it  is  impossible 
for  them  to  do  satisfactory  work  in  the  other  branches.  Since 
the  beginning  of  the  year,  the  pupils  of  the  three  lower 
grades  have  read  four  or  five  books  of  their  respective 
grades,  and  at  the  present  time  read  quite  fluently  and  in- 
telligently at  sight,  and  the  same  is  true  of  work  in  arith- 
metic, geography,  language,  and  the  other  studies  are  mov- 
ing along  very  satisfactorily  and  in  accordance  with  the 
course  of  study  agreed  upon  by  the  teachers  of  the  several 
grades  and  myself. 

TELEPHONES. 

About  three  months  ago  a  telephone  was  placed  in  my 
office  in  the  Chandler  school  building.  It  has  been  of 
great  convenience  and  service  to  me,  to  the  teachers,  pupils 
and  parents.  It  has  been  of  the  greatest  assistance  in  run- 
ning the  schools  of  the  building,  as  many  of  the  little  de- 
tails could  be  attended  to  at  once  by  telephone.  No  up-to- 
date  business  can  be  run  successfully  now  without  the  tele- 
phone, and  believing  that  the  business  of  the  schools  is  one 
of  the  most  important,  and  that  it  should  be  up-to-date  in 
every  way,  that  the  best  results  may  be  attained,  I  recom- 
mend the  installing  of  telephones  in  each  of  the  school 
buildings.  The  expense  will  be  about  one  hundred  dollars 
for  the  school  year,  and  it  will  be  money  well  expended. 
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HIGH    SCHOOL. 

The  whole  number  enrolled  is  one  hundred.  For  the 
past  few  years  the  High  school  has  been  increasing  in  num- 
bers, but  in  the  opinion  of  those  connected  with  the  school, 
and  of  myself,  many  of  those  promoted  were  not  qualified 
to  perform  the  work  there  as  it  should  be  performed.  The 
teachers  have  been  thoroughly  interested  in  their  work  and 
have  done  all  in  their  power  to  advance  the  interests  in- 
trusted to  them,  but  they  have  been  greatly  hampered  by 
pupils  sent  to  them  poorly  prepared,  and  too  young  to  prop- 
erly understand  the  studies  pursued.  Believing  this  school 
is  sustained  for  the  purpose  of  giving  to  the  children  the 
best  that  we  can  in  the  way  of  an  education,  and  that  this 
can  be  accomplished  more  easily  and  satisfactorily  by  hav- 
ing two  sessions  of  school  instead  of  one,  I  recommend 
that  this  committee  adopt  the  two-session  plan  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  fall  term,  and  I  present  the  following  reasons 
for  the  change  : 

In  the  first  place,  the  one-session  idea  is  a  teachers' 
measure  solely.  Of  course  it  is  much  more  pleasant  for  the 
teacher  to  complete  the  day's  work  m  the  forenoon,  and  if 
it  permitted  the  teachers  to  do  better  work,  I  would  not 
have  any  objection  from  that  standpoint,  but  I  have  always 
felt  that  the  teacher  himself  could  do  better  work  by  having 
a  comparatively  short  forenoon  session,  then  an  interval  of 
rest,  and  a  short  afternoon  session,  than  can  be  accom- 
plished under  one  long  session  of  constant  strain  and  activ- 
ity ;  but  I  think  the  pupil  should  be  considered  first,  or  at 
least  equally  with  the  teacher. 

In  the  days  when  all  high  schools  had  two  sessions, 
the  average  boy  or  girl  had  plenty  of  time  to  study  the  les- 
sons for  the  next  day,  in  addition  to  reciting  the  ordinary 
lessons.  Of  course  there  will  always  be  some  who  will 
have  to  take  their  books  home  and  do  more  or  less  studying 
out  of  school.     The  very  bright  ones  will  also  do  that,  be- 
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cause  ambition  will  Be  urging  them  forward.  The  average 
scholars  will  prefer,  and  I  believe  it  is  much  better  if  they 
should,  to  do  the  most  of  their  studying  m  the  school  at- 
mosphere, namely,  in  the  schoolroom.  That  is  the  place  to 
study.  The  scholar  is  there  for  a  certain  definite  number 
of  hours,  with  certain  time  on  his  hands,  when  he  must 
either  study  or  sit  idle,  and  study  will  be  the  result.  In  ad- 
dition to  that,  where  there  is  a  period  of  recitation,  and  then 
a  period  of  study,  it  gives  the  pupil  a  change,  and  a 
change  is  a  rest.  The  vacations  which  we  take  in  later 
years  consist  largely  in  a  change  of  work,  and  I  believe  it 
beneficial  to  a  pupil  to  have  this  period  of  recitation,  which 
is  one  kind  of  work,  then  a  period  of  study,  which  is  another 
kind  of  work,  and  a  relaxation. 

There  is  no  reason  why  a  ]nipil  in  the  schools  should 
not  be  taught  early  that  the  day  is  none  too  long  to  accom- 
plish life's  work.  When  we  get  out,  after  school  is  over, 
we  do  not  consider  that  our  day's  work  is  ended  between 
the  hours  of  8.30  and  i.co,  but  the  most  of  us  find  that  we 
have  to  work  nearly  all  of  our  working  hours.  Inasmuch 
as  the  average  man  must  do  that  in  life,  I  believe  it  advisa- 
ble for  him  to  learn  early  that  each  hour  of  the  day  is  to  be 
devoted  to  some  useful  purpose.  I  have  observed  that  the 
greater  portion  of  our  pupils  here  in  the  High  school 
spend  their  afternoons  as  well  as  their  evenings,  seeking 
some  form  of  amusement  away  from  their  home,  rather  than 
devoting  their  time  to  study.  I  do  not  wish  to  be  under- 
stood that  I  believe  school  life  should  be  all  work.  On  the 
other  hand,  I  do  not  believe  they  should  be  given  too  much 
time  for  what  is  called  amusement.  We  often  hear  about  a 
pupil  breaking  down  from  overstudy  or  overwork  in  school. 
I  have  never  known  such  an  instance.  By  that  I  mean 
that  overstudy  alone  has  not  brought  about  any  serious  re- 
sults. My  principal  reasons,  therefore,  for  two  sessions  of 
school  may  be  summarized  as  follows : 

I.     The  teachers  can  do  better  work. 
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2.  The  schoolroom  is  the  place  for  study. 

3.  Attendance  forenoon  and  afternoon  is  useful  to  the 
pupil,  in  teaching  him  that  most  of  his  daylight  hours  are 
to  be  devoted  to  work. 

4.  The  boys  and  girls,  at  a  critical  age,  are  kept  off 
from  the  streets  and  away  from  objectionable  places. 

5.  All  through  their  school  lives,  up  to  that  time,  they 
have  attended  school  two  sessions,  and  I  cannot  think  of 
any  reason  why  they  should  not  continue  a  habit  which  has 
been  theirs  for  so  long  a  time,  and  the  work  in  the  High 
school  should  demand  at  least  as  many  study  periods  as  have 
been  required  in  the  grades  below. 

THE    PUBLIC    LIBRARY    AND    THE    SCHOOLS. 

While  the  Public  Library  of  this  city  is  not  so  large  as 
may  be  found  in  larger  cities,  the  books  have  been  carefully 
selected  by  Miss  Hurd,  the  librarian,  and  comprise  works  of 
history,  biography,  travel,  and  the  best  and  latest  fiction. 
By  an  arrangement  with  the  librarian,  the  teachers  are  al- 
lowed to  take  out  books  for  the  use  of  their  pupils  in  the 
schoolroom  ;  by  this  means  the  studies  are  supplemented 
and  reinforced.  A  taste  for  good  books  is  being  cultivated, 
and  the  lives  of  the  children  are  made  better  and  happier. 
A  taste  for  good  reading  is  an  invaluable  acquisition.  With 
the  majority  of  children  it  is  an  acquired,  rather  than  a 
natural  taste.  It  may  be  cultivated,  however,  in  all  chil- 
dren, and  developed  by  judicious  training.  If  the  great 
majority  of  children  ever  receive  this  training,  it  must  be 
given  them  by  the  teachers  in  the  public  schools,  and  in- 
deed, they  can  do  this  work  much  better  than  tired  and 
overworked  fathers  and  mothers.  It  will  not  do  to  defer 
the  solution  of  the  problem  until  the  later  years  of  school 
life,  but  it  must  be  begun  just  as  soon  as  the  child  begins 
to  read,  for  it  must  be  remembered  that  two-thirds  of  the 
children    complete  their   education  at  or  before    the  age  of 
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fourteen.  When  we  reflect  how  little  some  boys  and  girls 
read,  and  consider  that,  in  perhaps  a  majority  of  cases,  the 
few  lines  through  which  they  stumble  in  the  school  reading 
exercises  cover  it  all,  we  cease  to  wonder  that  books  have 
no  attraction  for  them.  To  learn  to  read,  and  to  love  to  do 
it,  children  must  be  encouraged  to  read,  not  a  few,  but 
many  books.  They  must  be  supplied  with  good  literacure 
in  abundance.  They  must  be  educated  as  carefully,  pa- 
tiently, and  wisely  along  these  lines  as  along  any.  No 
richer  reward  can  any  teacher  ask  than  that  which  accom- 
panies and  follows  wisely-directed  efforts  in  this  direction. 
I  heartily  recommend  that  teachers  and  parents  encourage 
the  children  to  acquire  the  library  habit.  The  librarian  of 
Somersworth,  although  herself  keenly  realizing  the  limited 
financial  opportunities  of  the  library,  has  regarded  this  work 
among  the  children  in  the  public  schools  as  of  so  great  im- 
portance that  she,  with  the  aid  and  cooperation  of  the 
teachers,  has  selected  large  numbers  of  books  for  their 
special  use,  and  has  built  up  among  the  pupils  a  clientage 
which  forms  no  inconsiderable  part  of  the  total  number  of 
persons  visiting  the  library ;  nor  has  her  work  been  the 
mere  perfunctory  giving  out  of  books,  but  in  all  ways,  by 
advice,  suggestion,  personal  interest,  and  talks  with  the 
children,  the  librarian  has  done  that  which  no  one  else 
could  do,  and  the  good  results  of  her  work  must  be  in- 
calculable. 

Realizing  what  this  has  cost  in  time,  pains,  and  money, 
it  seems  to  me  that  it  is  not  merely  courteous,  but  a  matter 
of  simple  justice,  that  the  members  of  the  board  should 
use  every  influence  in  their  power,  that  the  Public  Library 
of  Somersworth,  which  has  so  generously  taxed  itself  for 
the  children  in  the  schools,  should  be  given  a  larger  amount 
of  money  to  carry  on  its  work.

In  conclusion,  I  wish  also  to  thank  you,  and  all  with 
whom  I  have  come  in  contact,  for  making  my  work  among 
you  enjoyable,  and  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  of 
the  support  and  encouragement  accorded  me.

REPORT    OF    WATER    COMMISSIONERS. 


To  the  Honorable  Llayor  and  City  Council : 

Gentlemen  :  Herewith  we  beg  leave  to  submit  the 
following  report  for  the  board  of  water  commissioners  for 
the  year  commencing  March  i,  1908,  and  ending  March  i, 
1909. 

Following  the  usual  custom,  the  commissioners  met  at 
their  oiTfice  in  the  city  building,  June  16,  1908,  and  organized 
by  electing  Arthur  J.  Seavey,  chairman,  and  Charles  F. 
Crockett,  clerk.  John  Parsons  was  elected  superintendent 
of  the  water  works ;  Albert  A.  Tapscott,  engineer ;  and 
Charles  Michel,  assistant  engineer  at  the  pumping  station. 

PUMPING    STATION. 

The  pumping  station,  including  the  machinery,  is  in  its 
usual  satisfactory  condition  and  is  protected  against  loss  by 
fire,  etc.,  by  the  usual  amount  of  insurance. 

FILTER    BED. 

The  filter  bed  has  had  its  usual  cleanings.  We  have 
purchased  sand  washers,  and  about  500  cubic  feet  of  sand 
has  been  washed  and  replaced  on  the  filter  bed.  We  fully 
believe  that  the  continuance  of  the  sand  washing  will  so 
benefit  our  filter  bed  that  we  will  be  amply  repaid  for  the 
expense  that  has  been  made  in  purchasing  the  sand  wash- 
ers, putting  them  in  running  order,  and  for  labor  in  remov- 
ing, washing,  and  returning  the  sand,  at  a  cost  of  about 
$700. 

The  condition  of  the  filter  bed  was  caused  by  the  con- 
tamination of  our  waters  by  the  people  north  of  us  on  the 
river  bank,  and  was  of  such  a  serious  nature  as  to  impel  us 
to  demand   legislation,  which  resulted  in  the  passage  of  a 


bill  prohibiting  the  pollution.     We  hope  very  soon  for  the 
betterment  of  the  Salmon  Falls  River. 


SERVICE    PIPES. 

Five  new  service  pipes  have  been  laid  during  the  year, 
making  nine  hundred  and  nineteen  now  in  use.

REPORT    OF    SUPERINTENDENT. 


To  the  Board  of  Water  Covunissioners : 

Gentlemen  :  In  making  this,  my  fourth  annual  re- 
port for  the  fiscal  year  ending  February  28,  1909,  I  have 
only  to  state  that  the  year  has  been  uneventful.  I  have  re- 
ceived many  courtesies  from  you,  gentlemen,  and  kindliest 
feelings  have  existed  between  all  the  employees. 

PUMPING    STATION. 

This  is  in  excellent  condition.  The  pumps  have  worked 
continuously,  as  you  will  see  by  the  engineer's  report  hereto 
annexed.  The  boilers  have  been  duly  inspected  and  favor- 
able reports  received  from  the  Fidelity  and  Casualty  Com- 
pany. 

FILTER    BED 

The  filter  bed  has  been  cleaned  twice  and  the  screen 
wells  eight  times.  We  have  purchased  sand  washers  and 
have  washed  about  500  cubic  yards  of  sand  at  che  pumping 
station,  which  has  been  placed  on  the  filter  bed,  and  we  be- 
lieve it  a  great  benefit  to  our  water  system.  In  the  coming 
year  about  as  much  more  can  be  added,  and,  with  the  use  of 
the  washers,  the  filter  bed  can  be  kept  up  to  the  standard, 
and  with  the  better  condition  of  the  Salmon  Falls  River, 
which  we  expect  in  the  near  future,  it  will  be  better  able  to 
do  the  work  for  which  it  was  designed. 

STAND    PIPE. 

The  stand  pipe  has  been  thoroughly  overhauled  and  a 
few  minor  leaks  repaired  during  the  year. 
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HYDRANTS. 


All  hydrants  have  been  put  in  first-class  condition. 
On  the  opening  of  spring  several  hydrants  were  found 
broken  by  the  frost  or  other  causes.  Every  hydrant  in  the 
city  has  been  tested  and  repairs  made  when  necessary.
